For at least the foregoing reasons, Applicants respectfully submit that Jones fails to 
disclose or suggest each and every feature recited in claims 27 and 3 1 . Accordingly, 
Applicants respectfully submit that claims 27 and 31 define patentable subject matter over 
Jones, and respectfully request that the above rejection be reconsidered and withdrawn.
